‘The mixing of alcohol and caf- 
feine has recently stirred up 
some controversy. ‘lhe well- 
known energy drink/alcoholic 
beverages sold for under $3 are 
getting some college students 
sick and many people worried. 
One of these popular brands— 
Four Loko— has 12 percent alco- 
hol content and as much caffeine 
as a tall Starbucks brewed cof- 
fee according to the Four Loko 
website. ‘This website requires 
you to enter your birthday and 
verify your year of birth to even 
enter the site. Like any other al- 
coholic beverage, Fourl.oko may 
only be purchased if you are 21. 

The drinks come in eight fla- 
vors: Orange, Fruit Punch, lem- 


onade, Cranberry ].emonade, 


Uva (grape), Watermelon, Blue 


Raspberry and Lemon Lime, 

According to a recent arncle in 
the New York ‘Times, incidents 
involving these beverages at Ra- 
mapo College in New Jersey and 
Central Washington University 
in Ellensburg, Wash., caused an 
uproar. Students who spent a 
night drinking them ended up 
in the emergency room with 
high levels of alcohol poisoning, 

An article on cbsnews.com says 
some people say they get a “para- 
doxical alert-but-relaxed feeling” 
as an effect of the beverage. 


Dr. Michael Reihart, an emer- 
gency room doctor at Lancaster 
General Elospital in Lancaster, 
Penn., said in the New York 
‘Times, “It’s a recipe for disas- 
ter because your body’s natural 


detense is to get sleepy and not 


want to drink, but 
in this case you're 


tricking the body 
with the caffeine.” 

Alyssa Gantzert, 
senior psychol- 


ogy major at Clarke, 
agrees. “Personally, 
I do not think it is 
wise to mix alcohol 
with cnergy drinks 
so T can see why 
the DA is look- 
ing into it,” said 
Gantzert.  “Tlow- 
q ever, there should

'P bility of the drinker.”

LLC, a Chicago- 
based company, 
makes Four Loko. 


On the Phusion Projects web- 
site it says, “Ihe U.S. Food and 
Drug Administration is examin- 
ing the safety of combining caf- 
feine and alcohol and, as part 
of this investigation, is looking 
into about 40 different caffeinated 
alcoholic products, including our 
products. We’ve complied with 
the agency’s request and have 
submitted a GRAS study show- 
ing that combining — caffeine 
and alcohol is safe — a practice 
that is by xo means new or novel.” 

“The main problem in ban- 
ning such drinks is that it 
wouldn't eliminate the prob- 
lem,” said Peter Bayliss, junior 
business administration major 
at Clarke. “Individuals would 
act round the ban and be able 


create a similar type of drink 
to Four Loco by mixing highly 
caffeinated drinks such as Mon- 
ster and Red Bull with alcohol 
such as Vodka and Schnapps.”

ctrates the deeper layers of your skin, the epi- 
dermis, and triggers cells called melanocytes 
to produce melanin, which is the brown pig- 
ment that causes tanning to occur. The other ul- 
traviolet radiation is UVB; this radiation burns 
the top layers of your skin, causing sunburn. 

“I tan occasionally because | feel more confident 
when I have more color,” said Abby Fromm, senior, 
nursing major. “Itis relaxing and makes me feel better 
aboutmyself;even though | knowit’s bad formyskin.” 

‘Tanning beds use UVA radiation, and the con- 
centration of UVA is greater in tanning beds 
than from natural sunlight. Some tanning beds 
do have some UVB rays as well, but regard- 
less, the exposure from tanning beds is more in- 
tense than that from the natural sun. As a result, 
you absorb far more rays, which put you at great- 
er risk of skin cancer and ages your skin faster. 

“T love tanning,” said Courtney Berendes, senior, 
education major. “I hate looking pasty in the winter, 
so | go tanning to relax and avoid looking so pale.” 

Sam Dugan, sophomore English major, works 
at ‘Tan World. “The reason | go tanning is be- 
cause it honestly makes me feel better; | feel 
more confident about myself when I am tan.” 

What Dugan enjoys most about working at Tan 
World is the atmosphere. ‘I"hey are at their busiest 
during the winter months, and it allows her to get 
to know her customers more on a personal level. 

“As a frequent tanner and an employce at a tan- 


ning salon, | am aware how bad tanning is for 
your skin, but you also have to weigh in the posi- 
tives as well,” she said. “Many dermatologists do 
suggest tanning for patients with severe acne or 
scarring because tanning will help fade the scars 
and dry out the acne. Also, tanning gives you 
the Vitamin D that you get from the sun, which 
is why we are so busy in the winter months be- 
cause people want the sunlight in their lives.” 

‘There are many safe alternatives to indoor tan- 
ning, Sunless tanners (sclf-tanners) can be pur- 
chased at any convenience store and they are even 
being incorporated into our everyday lotions, 
giving us a gradual tan over time. If you're look- 
ing for a professional longer-lasting tan, you can 
sull go to a tanning salon and get a spray-on tan. 
Spray-on tans normally last a couple of weeks 
and can look very natural, without that dreaded 
orange look that they are sometimes known for. 

So, with the winter scason coming up, do your 
skin a favor and stay away from tanning beds. 
It greatly reduces your risk of skin cancer and 
keeps you looking younger longer. ‘here are 
many alternauves out there that can give you a 
safe way to keep that summer glow all ycar long. 
So do your skin a favor and save some moncy: 
Stay away from the tanning beds this winter. 

“When I think of how tanning is bad for you, I 
try to outweigh the negauves with the positives,” 
said Dugan.

“Eurydice” by Sarah Ruhl is a modern 
retelling of a Greek myth in which our 
protagonist, Orpheus, travels to the Un- 
derworld to rescuc his love, Eurydice.

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CD REVIEW: Atmosphere’s new release on

tmosphere’s latest release, “Yo All My Friends, 
Blood Makes the Blade Holy,” hit carly last 
month, and as a double EP, is meant as a hold- 
over between albums. Bless an artist or group that does 
not forget about its audience and leave fans hanging 
with nothing for a few years, like Nas or Mos Def. Be- 
ing an underground group on an in- 
dependent label removes a lot of the 
restraints that may be experienced in 
any production. Atmosphere makes 
music in their own fashion and share 
with all as they see fit. Literally, 
Atmosphere has previously released 
an EZP, “Leak At Will,” in 2009, and a 
studio album, “Strictly Leakage.” In 
2007, as free downloads online (one 
upping Radiohead’s similar move). 
This allows for a stronger connec- 
tion to any fan base and eradicates 
commercialization—which is the 
spoiler of 21st century music. So 
you can trust Atmosphere ts real. 
Like most other Atmosphere EP - 
releases, the track list is basically a usdradio.org 
compilation of singles as there is no solid background 
theme unfolding. Slug, Atmosphere MC, touches on a 
number of different topics from friends making bad 
decisions to relationships, ordinary daily mishaps, em- 
ployment, abornons, healthcare, other politics, and 
“Hope.” Each cut is like a therapy session where Slug 
shares opimions and observations in an often humorous

and clever way. It seems refreshing or cleansing to get 
such issues out in the open. On track 5, “Americareful,” 
there is an extended metonymic metaphor (I know this 
seems paradoxical, but that’s how sharp the rap is) that 
threads healthcare, employment, abortion, economics, 
war and fanatical murder into a mind-blowing mini- 
narrative.
